“The army has been instructed to 
push back the terrorists to a dis- 
tance of forty kilometres'to the 
north so that al) our civilians in the 
region of Galilee will be set free of 
the permanent threat to their lives,” 
Begin wrote Reagan.. 

Observers noted that the ter- 
minology used by Begin is vague, 
probably deliberately so. The prime 
minister did not state from where 
the 40 kilometres begin — from the 
Israel-Lebanese border, from the 
Christian enclave-UNIFIL border, 
or from the UNIFIL-PLO- “state 
border.” 

Western sources in Israel last

Shamir: PLO 
elimination 
good for 
Palestinians

So long as the PLO exists, “the 
tragedy of the Palestinian Arabs” 
will continue, Foreign Minister 

Yitzhak Shamir said last night. 
Speaking i in the Knesset at Bank 
Leumi's International Banking 
Conference in honout of the bank's 
80th anniversary, Shamir said that 
the Palestinian Arabs are “the vic- 
tims of Arab extremists. The 
elimination of PLO terrorism will be 
an important contribution to the 


well-being of the Arab inhabitants of 


Judea, Samaria and ‘the Gaza 
District and to their chances of join- 
ing the peace process,” said the 
foreign minister. 

Shamir said that the PLO in its 
history of terror has launched a 
total of 45 attacks on Israeli 
representatives abroad, “from 
Bangkok to Asuncion (Paraguay),” 
with the Argov attack only the latest 
in the series. 

“Syria and Iraq have used the 
PLO and Lebanon's territory as a 
battleground for their struggle 
against each other and against third 
countries," said Shamir. He 
lashed out at the PLO leaders, “cor- 
rupted by so much money and arms, 
who are living in the style of rich 
gang leaders and conduct their own 
murder attacks against northern 
Israel, against Jews abroad and 
against our diplomatie represen- 
tatives.” : 

In a Kol Yisrael interview yester- 
day, Foreign Ministry director- 
general David Kimche said that 
Israel’s goal in the strike into 
Lebanon is “limited.” He said that 
the aim is to “liberate” the popula- 
tion of northern Israel from the 
threat of long-range PLO artillery 
and rockets. - 


Responding to a question about 
the UN Security Council call for a 
cease-fire, Kimche said: “This ap- 
peal to stop aggression has to be un- 
equivocally put to the other [PLO] 
side, because we are not the aggres- 
sors here, we are acting in complete. 
and total self-defence..." 


Regarding the possibility of a 
clash between the advancing Israeli 
columns and the Syrian troops 
stationed in Lebanon, Kimche said 
that Israet has made it “plain” that 
“we have no intention of attacking 
{them]...if the Syrians remain quiet 
a then they shall riot be attacked...” 


““Kimche said that Israel sees-the 
action as “a way of strengthening 
the peace process with Egypt.” He 
explained that the PLO has con- 
stantly tried to undermine the peace 
process. “We want to remove this 
obstacle to the peace process” by 
weakening the PLO, “and we very 
much hope the Egyptians will un- 
derstand this.”

Nahariya closes down

NAHARIYA. — This front-line seaside resort 
resembled a ghost-town yesterday, with schools, 
factories, the beach and most shops closed 
while residents stayed in or ‘around their 
shelters, Rehov Ga’aton, the main street, which 
is usually crowded at the start of the tourism 
season, was deserted on both sides of the 
stream that runs through the town, and the 
three or four cafes that remained open were 
frequented mainly by UNYFIL soldiers on 

leave. whe ett 

Local industrialists have complained they 
were not consulted about the closing of the fac- 
tories. Michael Strauss of the Strauss Dairies 
said that the ‘daily life of a town depends on its 
commerce, ’ aes: ‘ 

The only queue in town in the afternoon was 
made by a few soldiers lining up at a Bankomat 
to withdraw ready cash for Shekem canteen 
purchases on' their way’ north, 

Essential foodstuffs.were supplied to stores 


early in the morning, and most stayed open only : 


for an hour or two to meet demand. 

One of the cafe owners, who sold us a 
shwarma grilled meat sandwich, said he was 
open to cover the rent and the power his ice- 
cream refrigerator consumes. “1 cannot afford 


to be scared of. being bit,” he explained. ‘The... 


Fiji UNIFIL soldier who also’ boight a shwarma 
said he and his comrades were on the last day of 
a week's leave. He seemed quite unaware of 
what was going on, but expected that he might 


find it a little difficult to get back to his unit to- 
lay. 
The town learned from last year’s protracted 


- shelling that it is safer to keep schools, factories 


and beaches closed, in order to avoid the 
danger of mass casualties in case of a direct hit. 

“We accept it all in good spirit because we 
expect that this time we will have the terrorist 
threat .hanging over our heads removed for 
good,” Mayor Ephraim Sharir told The 


_Jerusalem Post in his office, He was busy with 


the commander of the Gadna cadets, who was 
arranging for Gadna instructors to keep the 
children busy in the shelters An insistent cou- 
ple of Habad hassidim, who came north in their 
“Mitzva Tank” to raise the spirit of the popula- 
tion with Lots of vodka and pep talk, were press- 
ing him to phone their rabbi, Menahem Mendel 
Schneerson in New York, “to receive his bless- 
ing for the town." 

. The mayor said it is not pleasant to live in a 
town under shellfire and suffer the summer heat

Beleaguered tourism industry| Education Ministry readies | 


expecting worse from crisis

Israel's tourism industry. already 
hard hit by a recession in Europe, 
will undoubtedly suffer further set- 
backs as ἃ result of the situation in 
the north, but tourism experts were 
last night still unwilling to estimate 

how great the damage would be. 


Salo Scharg, head of Travex 
Tours and a veteran in incoming 
tourism, told The Jerusalem Post 
that even before the weekend, 
reservations for June, July and 
August were down by about 20 per 
cent. Because travel agencies 
abroad are closed on the weekend, 
no cancellations came in yesterday, 
but he is expecting them today, he 
said. 


Ya’acov Katz, deputy director of 
the Hotel Association, told The Posr 
that guests had been evacuated 
from four kibbutz guest houses: 
Kfar Giladi, Kfar Blum, Hagoshrim 
and Gesher Haziv. Israelis simply 
went home and visitors from abroad 
were rerouted to Tiberias, Haifa 
and other kibbutz guest houses. 


Katz also said there is no clear 
picture of the number of canceila- 
tions from abroad, but he, too, ex- 
pects them to come in. 

He‘also expected that, in addition 
to cancellations, many potential 
visitors who had been considering 
Israel would simply decide not to 
come. On the other hand, he said, it 
is doubtful if any tourists already in 


‘Israel would decide to go home 


because of the situation in the 
north, 

He also said that plans are going 
ahead for the arrival on Thursday of 
200 travel agents and journalists 
from the U.S., who were invited to 
take part in ἃ rental-car, “rally”

Gulf war rallies Iran; but is opposition dead? 


BEIRUT, (AP). — In the year since 
former Iranian president Abothas- 
san Bani-Sadr's ouster, the opposi- 
tion to Ayatollah Khomeini's rule 
has all but fizzled. 

Summer 1981 was marked by 
violence against Khomeini loyalists 
and aides, countered by the govern- 
ment with almost-daily executions 
of political opponents. 

Some analysts believe the leftist 
urban guerillas are waiting for the 
war with Iraq to end before 
launching a new round of anti- 
government actions. 

“The war has to end first. Then 
the opposition can take measures. 
People are now too preoccupied 


. with the war to think about internal 


issues," Paris-based Iranian jour- 
nalist Amir Taheri said in a. 
telephone interview with the As- 
sociated Press in Beirut. 

The Gulf war has united Iranians 
under an umbrella of nationalism.

Many of Iran's 40 million inhabi- 
tants are autonomy-minded 
tribesmen such as the Kurds in 
western Iran and the Baluchis in 
southeastern Iran. Clashes between 
the rebels and government troops 
have resulted in sporadic but bloody 
fighting during the past three years. 

Officials blamed the Mujahedin 
Khalq, the most potent opposition 
force to Khomeini, for the bomb- 
ings last summer, which with one 
blow killed more than 72 top of- 
ficials, including chief justi¢e 
Mohammed Beheshti, three 
ministers and 27 parliament 
deputies. Another bomb ripped 
through the Prime Minister's office, 
two months later, killing President 
Mohammed Ali Rajai and his prime 
minister, Mohammed Javad 


Bahonar. 

The Khomeini regime retaliated 
with arrests, summary trials and ex- 
ecutions. The London-based 
Human Rights Organization 
Amnesty International reported last 
October that 1,800 ‘political dissi- 
dents had been executed in Iran 
since Bani-Sadr’s impeachment on 
June 22, 1981. 

Officials have blamed the Mu- 
jahedin for killing more than 1,000 
Khomeini loyalists since last June. 
But such assasinations have 
dwindled to occasional raids on a 
Mujahedin hideout, or small street 
clashes. 

Bani-Sadr, who fled Iran last 
summer, settled in Paris and 


‘promised a victorious return to Iran 


in a few months. But today he has 
all but vanished from the opposition 
scene, Instead Mujahedin leader 
Massoud Rajavi has taken com- 
mand, naming himself the head of 
the national resistance council, 
formed in partnership with Bani- 
Sadr. 

Rajavi told the AP, “I don't think 
the opposition has died. Our armed 
struggle against the regime is Jike a 
boxing match. The winner hits, then 
retreats to take a few blows. This 
does not matter. What counts is the 
end result.” 


Iraq says Syria fired at its soldiers 


MANAMA, Bahrain (AP). —

*:. Americans aren’t given anti-radiation pill 
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NEW YORK (Reuter). — There isa 
cheap, safe pill that experts say can 
protect millions of people from 
cancer-causing radiation that may 
be released in a nuclear power plant 
accident. Yet only about 3,500 
American families have it. 

With the exception of Tennessee, 
state officials responsible for 
nuclear safety refuse to authorize 
distribution of the pill to those living 


. near the 72 reactors in the U.S., in 


spite of Federal Drug Administra- 
tion (FDA) approval. 

The officials, often contradicting 
state and federal health authorities, 
say the potassium iodide pill is too 
costly, unsafe or difficult to dis- 
tribute to the public. 

But the pill, which stops the 
thyroid gland from soaking up 
radioactive iodine, costs only about 
15 cents a person for an initial dose. 
Federal officials say it is safe and 


εὐ Tennessee health workers readily 
* distributed it to 3,500 families. , 


a rs 
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The pill is similar to one Britain 


and Canada provide to people living 
near nuclear power plants. 

Critics of the refusal to distribute 
the pill say the public is left with 
seriously flawed plans for evacua- 
tion and shelter as its only protec- 
tion, 

Richard Udall of Critical Mass, a 
Ralph Nader public-interest 
research group, says the pill has not 
been distributed because to do so 
would put the nuclear industry in a 
bad light. 

“It's bad public relations for the 
nuclear industry,” he said. 

On the other side of the issue, 
Vincent Boyer, chairman of the 
public policy committee of the 
American Nuclear Society, a 
nuclear-industry group, said there 
“is no need to distribute the pill 
because the (radioactive) iodine will 
not be released." 

However, Pennsylvania officials 
thought an iodine release very pos- 
sible during the Three-Mile Island 
nuclear-power plant accident in 


1979 and rushed liquid potassium 
iodide to the area for use as an an- 
tidote. It proved unnecessary as no 
radioactive iodine was released. 


Dr. Anita Curran, head of the 
department of heaith of 
Westchester County, New York, 
where the Indian Point plant is 
located, said she had considered 
distributing the pill. 

She said she is not opposed to the 
concept of the pill but has refused 
to distribute it to the general public 
because they might feel “the pill is 
an alternative to sheltering.” 


Tennessee health officials also ex- 

pressed concern that state residents 
would consider the pill to be total 
protection against a nuclear acci- 
dent. 
" But they sent state health 
employees to homes within eight 
kilometres of the Sequoyah plant in 
southeastern Tennessee to dis- 
tribute the pill and educate the 
public in its use.

Chad rebels claim

PARIS (Reuter). — Rebel forces in 
Chad have broken through govern- 
ment defence lines, killing hundreds

The rebel Armed Forces of the 
North, loyal to former defence ,| 
minister Hissene Habre, took con- 
trol Sunday of -government lines 
about 70 kilometres northeast of 
N°Djamena, the spokesaman said. 

He added that they had held back 
from storming the city in the expec- 
tation that the local population 
would rise against the government 
of President Goukouni Queddei and 
force him to step down.

Reports say Israel, Libya 
others supplying Argentina 


NEW YORK. — Argentina has* 
bought weapons from at least five 
countries to replace arms it has lost 
in the Falkland Islands war, ~The 
New York Times reported ysterday, 
quoting unidentified sources. 

The report from Buenos Aires 
said the major suppliers are Israel 
and Libya, with lesser amounts from 
Brazil, Peru and Venezuela.. The 
arms include planes, missiles, muni- 
tions and spare parts, it said. 

Israel has repeatedly denied it is 
shipping arms to Argentina, except 
those contracted for before the 
Argentines seized the Falklands on 
April 9. 

The sources said much of the 
materiel had arrived in the past two 
to three weeks, adding that it is un- 
likely to influence the current 
fighting. ; 

‘The purchases are said to include 
up to 24 Israeli Dagger jet fighters, 
some French Mirage ΠῚ planes and 
some anti-ship missiles, including 
the highly effective French Exocets. 
Air-to-air missiles have also been 
bought, The Times said.. : 

-Argentina is reported to be pay- 
ing premium prices, in cash, for the 
new arms, but the newspaper said it 
did not have a reliable estimate of 
the total amount spent so far. 

The dispatch, written by Times 
correspondent Edward 
Schumacher, said that the report of 


the purchases by Argentina is 


attributed to two Western intel- 
ligence sources, a senior Argentina 
military officer and an arms 
salesman. The salesman and one of 
the intelligence sources said the 


Dagger jets were delivered two 
weeks ago, according to the report. 
The other sources, Schumacher 
reported, assumed the planes had 
arrived, but added they had no 
specific knowledge. 

Furthermore, the report said that it 
was unclear whether the planes were 
part of an old contract or were new. 
Israel has said it will honour old con- 
tracts but will not agree to new ones, 
Schumacher wrote. : 


According to the ear an ine 
dustry source said Israeli techni- 
cians had come or were coming to 
help assemble the new planes, 
‘Others said they. were unsure 
whether the supply of technicians 
were part of the contract, 
Schumacher wrote. 

“Israel was also said to have sold 
spare parts for Argentina's 
American built A-4 Skyhawks,” the 
Times report said. “There have 
been reports that Israel sold the 
Skyhawks themselves, which would 
violate American restrictions on re- 
transfer, but this could not be con- 
firmed,” the report said.

Regular lines claim unfair competition 
SAS airline may quit 
Israel because of charters 


BY MICHAL YUDELMAN 
Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — SAS (Scandinavian 
Air Services) will probably cancel 
its flights to and from Israel from 
October 1, due to the cut-throat 
competition of charter flight com- 
panies. This competition renders 
SAS's flights unprofitable, the com- 
pany’s manager in Israel, Natan 
Wagner, yesterday told a meeting of 
the regular airline managers’ panel. 


Wagner said that the “open sky” . 


policy in Israel causes a continual 
reduction in fares, “Even if our two 
weekly flights from Israel are 100 
per cent full, there is no chance of 
making money on them, because 
‘the charter flights and our other 
competitors force us to lower prices 
beyond profitability,” he said. SAS 
has been flying to Israel since 1951, 
with a six-year interval. 


Wagner could not say whether 
the cancellation would lead to the 
cancellation of El Als aviation 
rights in Scandinavia. 

Panel spokesman Eli Messer, who 
is the manager of Austrian Airlines 
here, said other regular airlines 
were also considering stopping their 
flights to Israel for the same reason. 
He said that certain airlines reduced 
their promotion of Israel as a 
tourism destination due to unfair 
competition by the charter flight 
companies. 

‘He stated that the Transport j- 
Ministry has failed to enforce 
charter flight regulations and that 
charter flight companies violate 
these regulations constantly. In this 
way they take away the regutar air- 
‘lines’ passengers without increasing 
the flow of tourism to Israel, he 
said. 


Government hopes to sell some firms __

The government is planning to 
sell some of its corporations, such as 
Paz and the coal corporation, to 
private investors through the stock 
market. 

This was revealed Friday when 
the director of the Government 
Corporations Authority, 
Waldman, presented his annual 
report to the Finance Minister 
Yoram Aridor. 

Aridor said after receiving the 
report that his policy is to en- 
courage public participation in the 
companies’ ownership through the 
selling of stock, ime enabling the

government to limit its role in com- 
mercial enterprise. 

Aridor added that he has in- 
structed the authority not to extend 
its operations into areas that the 
private sector could handle. 

Figures in the report reveal that 
during the last fiscal year govern- 
ment corporation turnover reached 
1837.4 billion, as compared to 
1S15.7b. during 1980, with'a labour 
force of 62,000 persons. 

Government exports increased by 
some 10 per cent, from $1.6 billion 
in 1980 to $1.765 billion in 1981. 
This represents 17.5 per cent of the 
fotal exports of the country.

THE DIE is cast: it is war in Lebanon now, To the accompaniment of 
an intense bombardment from the air, the sea and the ground, ar- 
moured units of the Israel Defence Forces, aided by paratroops, 
pushed north across the border yesterday to destroy the PLO’s in- 
frastructure in Southern Lebanon, and to roll the terrorists them- 
selves back. 

As made clear in the government's communique, the immediate 
war aim is to take the settlements in Galilee out of the terrorists’ 
firing range. 

This new war has been in the cards for some time now. But its ac- 


-tual timing was decided by the terrorist attempt on the life of Israel's 


ambassador to the Court of St. James. The shooting of Shlomo Argov 


- was not, strictly speaking, a violation of last July's cease-fire. But it 


helped highlight the intolerable limitations of that creaky, hastily 
concluded agreement. 

Whether the outrage in London was in fact sanctioned by the 
PLO’s leadership, or perpetrated by a fringe group not entirely sub- 
ject to’ PLO discipline, it called for a response in kind. This had to be 
done, if only to prove to the terrorists that continued violence against 
inet diplomatic representatives abroad would not be countenan- 
ced, 

Once the decision was taken to respond with a sustained aerial of- 
fensive on PLO bases and camps, matters virtually took their own 


- course, The terrorists, now far better armed than last July, reacted, as 


might fave been expected, with a Katyusha barrage that easily 
recalled the worst of last summer's war of attrition. But the govern- 
ment, through Premier Menachem Begin, had solemnly undertaken 
that the war of attrition was not to recur, Now it was called upon to 
redeem its pledge. 

Saturday night the cabinet, by a large vote, gave its approval to the 


. one strategy that seemed practicable under the circumstances — a 


powerful thrust into Southern Lebanon, designed to clear an area 40 
kms. deep from terrorist presence. The Security Council’s bid for a 
cease-fire, issued early yesterday morning, and later President 
Reagan’s appeal for restraint, coming from Versailles, thus fell on 
ov ears.

hope to conclude peace with an independent Lebanon, its territorial 
integrity fully preserved.

Under the Israeli plan, however, 
Lebanon would presumably also assume the responsibility for 
preventing any resurgence of the PLO on its soil, once the terrorists"

It 
would also bring Israel into conflict with the rest of the world, in- 
cluding not: only the Soviet Union but the U.S. as well. 

Israel's only realistic hope, then, lies in the much disliked UN, 
which has been maintaining a presence, though uncertain and un- 
satisfactory, in Southern Lebanon in the form of UNIFIL since after 
the Litani Operation, of March 1978. 

For the moment Israel is sidestepping UNIFIL, if not actually step- 
ping on its toes. But in the long run, the only practicable arrangement 
would be an extension of UNIFIL’s — preferably toughened up — 
mandate to the depth of at least 40 kms., as referred to by Mr. Begin. 
In that area, Palestinian terrorist activity would be wholly proscribed. 

In the still longer run, of course, some even better protection 
would have to be devised for the Galliee settlements against the 
threat of still more powerful weapons wielded by the PLO. _

“The U.S. believes that the cease- 
fire covers all actions by the PLO 
originating in Lebanon and ending in 
targets on Isracl’s borders: and 
within Israel, But it does not cover 
any actions by the PLO abroad,” 
said these observers. They believe 
that the U.S. leaders’ avoidance of 
any statement that the Argov 
murder attempt is not a breach of 
the cease-fire is deliberate and 
significant, given the context of cur- 
rent Middle East events. 

Reliable observers believe the
